It has bean bronght te the attention of the Director of Central 
Intelligence that SHECC 335 which the State-Har-Nevy Coordinating 
Committee approved ty inforral action on 14 Xovember 1946, and which 
provides for the revieton of previous memorande issued by the “ar 
and Navy Departments to insure that decumentary and related security 
matters, porteining to any non-military federal department or agency, 
be referred to the Seeurity Advisory Board. . 


While the Central Intelligence Group is a non-military agescy 
of the government, its relationship to the Yer and Kavy Departments 
ia of a very special nature, and the same may be said with regard 
to its relationship to the State Department and certain other federal 
departzents and azeneies, For that reason, the Director dese not 
believe that the provisions of SCC 335 should be considered as 
applying to the Central Intelligence Group. Ne would appreciate 
your taking euch steps as may be necessary to so inform the Far and 
Heavy Departments and such other asercies as you ray deem appropriate 
in order that the position of the Central Intelligence Group in this 
setter may be fwlily protected,
